N. B. (i) The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under the age concession mentioned in Rule 
5 (B) is liable to he cancelled, if after submitting his appli¬ 
cation he resigns from service or his services arc termi¬ 
nated by his department, cither before or after taking the 
examination. He will, however, continue to be eligible if 
he is retrenched from the service or post after submitting 
liis application. 

N.B. (ii) A stenographer (including language Stenogra¬ 
pher Clerks, S’eno typist, Hindi Clerks, Hindi typist) who is

7. No person :— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or 

(b) Who having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person shall be eli¬ 
gible for appointment to service. 

Provided that Central Government may, if satisfied that 
■such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
thero are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from tbe operation of this rule. 

8. All candidates in Government service whether in a per¬ 
manent or in temporary capacity or as work charged emp¬ 
loyee* other than casual or daily rated employees, or those 
serving under Public Enterprises, will be required to sub¬ 
mit an undertaking that they have informed in writing the 
Head of Office/Department that they have applied for the 
Examination, 

Candidates should note that in case a communication i* 
received from their employer by the Commission withholding 
permiwion to the candidates applying for appearing at the 
examination, their applications shall be rejected/candidature 
shall be cancelled. 

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the ser¬ 
vice. A candidate who after such medical examination, as 
may be prescribed by the competent authority, is found not 
1o satisfy these requirements will not be appointed. Only 
such candidates as are likely to be considered for appoint¬ 
ment will be medically examined. 

NOTE : In the case of disabled ex-Defence Service Per¬ 
sonnel a certificate of fitness granted by the Demo¬ 


bilization Medical Board of the Defence Services 
will be considered adequate for the purpose of 
appointment. 

10. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or other-wise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

11. Candidates except Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, 
Physically Handicapped and Ex-Servicemen must p.iy the 
fee prescribed in the Commission’s Notice. 

12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un¬ 
less he/she holds a certificate of admission from the Com¬ 
mission. 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup¬ 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

14. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission to bo guilty of :— 

(i) Obtaining the support for his candidature by any 
means; or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tempered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examina¬ 
tion, or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination ball, or 

(viii) writing irrelevant matter, including obscence langu¬ 
age or pornographic matter in the script (a), 

(lx) misbehaving in any other manner in the examina¬ 
tion hall; or 

(x) taking away Question Booklet/Answer sheet/ Short¬ 
hand notes typing scripts with him/her from the 
examination hall or passing it on to unauthorised 
person/persons during the conduct of the examina¬ 
tion. 

(xi) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff employed 
by the Commission for the conduct of their exami¬ 
nation, or 

(xii) violating any of the instructions issued to candi¬ 
dates along with their Admission Certificates per¬ 
mitting them to take the examination, or 

(xiii) Attempting to commit or, as the case may be abet¬ 
ting the Commission of all or any of the acts speci¬ 
fied in the foregoing clauses, may in addition to ren¬ 
dering himself liable to criminal prosecution, be 
liable. 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate, or* 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a 
specified period : — 

(i) by the Commission from any examination 
or selection held by them; 

(ii) by tbe Central Government, from any «m- 
ployment under them; and 

(e) to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
Rules if he is already in service under Govern¬ 
ment. 
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SELECTION OF CANDIDATES 


15, After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate and in 
that order as many candidates as are found by the Cdm- 
mission to be qualified in the examination for appointment 
as English Stenographers or Hindi Stenographers as the case 
may bo, shall be recommended for appointment upto the 
number of unreserved vacancies decided to be filled on the 
results of the examination. 


Subject to other provisions contained in these rules, due 
consideration will be given to the preferences expressed by 
a candidate to various services posts at the time of his appli¬ 
cation. 


Provided that, candidates belonging 1o the Physically Handi¬ 
capped or Ex-Servicemen categories may, to the extent the

Provided further that The candidates belonging to any of 
the scheduled castes or the Scheduled Tribes, and other Back¬ 
ward Classes may to the extent of the number of vacancies 
reserved for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
and Other Backward Classes be recommended by the Com¬ 
mission by a relaxed standard, subject to the fitness of the 
candidates for selection to the service. 

Provided further that the candidate belonging to the Sche¬ 
duled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes 
who have been recommended by the Commission without 
resorting to the relaxed standard referred to in this sub-rule 
shall not be adjusted against the vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tithes and .Other Backward 
Classes, 

16. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidate shall bo decided 
by the Commission at their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

17. Success in the examination shall confer tio right to 
appointment unless the Government is satisfied, after such 
inquiry as may considered necessary, that the candidate hav¬ 
ing regard to his character and antecedents, is suitable in all 
respects for appointment to the service. 

18. Brief particulars relating to the Services to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination, are 
given in Appendix-II.
